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Staff facing 
wage cuts 
of up to 25pc 

More than 1,200 workers at Dudley Council have 
been told they face salary cuts as part of an equal 
pay shake-up. 

In a shock announcement, council leader Les 
Jones revealed 14 per cent of the authority’s 9,000 
staff will be offered a reduced salary — and some 
could lose more than a quarter of their annual pay 
cheque. 

One-to-one discussions with 350 employees who 
are facing a cut of 15 per cent or more have already 
begun. 

The offer has been formally submitted to trade 
unions, who have six weeks to decide whether they 
are acceptable. 

Under the offer, around 47 per cent of staff would 
maintain the same basic pay and 38 per cent will see 
an increase. 

“Discussions have been ongoing with staff and 
trade unions for some months now and we have got 
to have a point where we say this is the offer we are 
going to make,” said Councillor Jones. 

“We have to make sure these people who are going 
to be affected are told as soon as possible. It is unfor¬ 
tunate that some people will be negatively affected 
but we have no choice.” 

If the proposals are agreed the new arrangements 
will come into effect in April 2012. 

The changes are for the single status agreement 
which aims to introduce a fairer pay scale for people 
performing different jobs at a similar level. 

Job evaluations have been taking place over pre¬ 
vious months to determine whether, for example, a 
parking warden should be paid the same wage as a 
receptionist, and so on. 

600 attacks on 
paramedics 

Almost 600 physical or verbal attacks have been 
recorded on paramedics doing their job in the West 
Midlands over the last year, new figures reveal. 

Staff have been punched, kicked, scratched and 
even spat at while on duty. 

Bosses at West Midlands Ambulance Service said 
paramedics face a “growing trend of violent and 
aggressive behavior towards NHS workers” and that 
more than one worker is attacked every day. 

The new figures show 420 reports of verbal attacks 
have been reported on paramedics while 174 physi¬ 
cal attacks have also been recorded between April 
last year and March this year. 

In West Bromwich in March a paramedic was spat 
at in the face at a patients home, while another had 
an unknown substance sprayed on their face in a 
street in Aldridge in February. 

In November last year a paramedic was left with 
a cracked tooth after being attacked at a patient’s 
home in Wolverhampton. Many of the attacks have 
been put down to patients being drunk or having 
taken drugs. 

Steve Elliker, the trust’s regional head of security 
and safety, said: “It is unacceptable that ambulance 
staff, who are responding to help people who have 
serious medical conditions or injuries, should have 
to face violence and verbal abuse.”

Businesses, homes and churches are targeted 

400 METAL 
THEFTS IN 
CRIMEWAVE 
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Metal thieves have struck almost 
400 times across the Dudley 
borough in just three months - 
making it the biggest crime prop- 
blem in the region, police say. 

Businesses, homes and churches have 
all been targeted by raiders looking to 
cash in on the rising price of scrap 
metal. 

West Midlands Police have investigated 
around 392 metal thefts in the borough 
between March 30 and June 21 this year, 
making it one of the biggest crime waves they 
are battling. 

Detectives say they are cracking down on 
the thieves and carrying out spot checks at 
scrapyards across the Black Country. 

Businesses are also boosting security to try 
and deter crooks. 

Among those who fell victim to the crime 
during that time was Lye engineering firm 
Alexander Higgins and Sons, which was 
raided last month. 

Machinery 

The company has installed an alarm 
system and is also looking into getting CCTV 
after part of a rare engine, machinery and 
tools worth thousands of pounds were stolen. 

Director Malcolm Higgins said: “Every day 
I read about another metal theft. 

“It never used to be such a problem but I 
think the thieves have become more deter¬ 
mined. We’ve had no choice but to increase 
security.” 

Acting Det Ch Insp Wayne Jones said: “We 
continue to proactively target offenders for 
metal theft, in all its various forms, as well as 
continuing to tackle those handling and dis¬ 
posing of stolen metals. 

“Operation Steel was relaunched earlier 
this year to address the very issue of high- 
value metal thefts, whether it be lead flash¬ 
ing from someone’s home, manhole covers, 
metal parts from vehicles, or bulk metals 
from industry. 

“Such crimes are never victimless as there 
is always someone who has to pay to replace 
the stolen items, and often there is signifi¬ 
cant inconvenience caused.” 

Other premises which have been targeted 
in the past three months include Hope Strict 
Baptist Chapel in Sedgley where copper 
piping was stolen along with silver commun¬ 
ion chalices and a memorial plaque during a 
late-night break in.

1,000 jobs 
scheme is 
left in limbo 

A £20 million development which could have 
created up to 1,000 jobs in Brierley Hill has been 
shelved indefinitely while council bosses struggle to 
find funds for the scheme. 

Millions of pounds of extra money is needed to 
make the Daniels Wharf site suitable to build offices 
and around 140 homes. However, the collapse of 
Advantage West Midlands - which was lined up to 
fund the work - has left the project in limbo. 

Regeneration chief, Councillor Angus Adams said 
the council would be forced to search for alternative 
funding before the scheme could get under way. 

“There has been no progress to this point. We are 
still looking to carry out the project but we will have 
to start searching for alternative funding,” he said. 

Investment 

“This could be the European Regional Develop¬ 
ment Fund, or possibly even private investment.” 

The development is still included in the Brierley 
Hill Area Action Plan, which is due to be approved at 
a council meeting. 

It is the latest delay to hit the scheme, which was 
originally due to be completed by the end of 2007. It 
finally stalled last year when developers working to 
prepare the ground for building discovered the site 
was in a much worse condition than expected. 

The Daniels Wharf project is set to transform the 
former transport yard overlooking the Merry Hill 
centre. It hit a stumbling block with the recession 
and investors were slow to come forward. 

Work had started to prepare the land, but prob¬ 
lems with the ground meant it would be difficult and 
more expensive to redevelop the site. The develop¬ 
ment includes a 60,000 sq ft five-storey office block 
with a second building offering 52,000 sq ft of space. 


13 weeks of 
road misery 

More than three months of roadworks are on the 
way to Dudley, signalling more misery for motorists 
from next week, transport chiefs announced. 

Nine roads will face closures when they are dug up 
as water mains are replaced. The project, near 
Jessons CofE Primary School in School Street, will 
start on July 28 when four roads will shut. 

But drivers will face more closures when the new 
school terms begins in September, when a further 
five roads will be shut for almost two months. 

Parents are warned to steer clear of the area and 
park in alternative spots when the school term 
begins. The joint project by Dudley Council and 
South Staffordshire Water is part of a wider 18- 
month scheme affecting 64 streets across Dudley. 

Traders and residents have already raised con¬ 
cerns about the ongoing disruption. The latest works 
will close School Street, Grange Road, Grange Street 
and Nelson Road from July 28 until September 5 in 
an attempt to minimise disruption. 

Between September 5 to October 31, Russell 
Street, Edward Street, Alexandra Street, Vicarage 
Prospect and Parkway Road will be shut. 

People will be allowed to leave their cars at the 
Dudley Leisure Centre car park, in Dock Lane, for 
the duration of the works. Parents and children are 
advised to use the pedestrian crossing on Wellington 
Road and walk to the school via Russell Street and 
Nelson Road. Transport chief Councillor Patrick 
Harley, said: “We are working closely to ensure a co¬ 
ordinated approach to road closures, with the overall 
aim of condensing the period of disruption.” 
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TWo Free 35 passengers 
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Bike park 
plans are 
rejected 

A controversial electric bike park 
that sparked more than 1,000 objec¬ 
tions will not go ahead after being 
rejected by the Planning Inspectorate, 
it was announced today. 

A government inspector has thrown 
out proposals for the track near 
Kinver Edge, which would have been 
the first of its kind in the country, fol¬ 
lowing a three-year battle by resi¬ 
dents. 

The Brierley Hill-based Bathams 
Brewery wanted permission to run 
electric bikes on the land it owns, 
known as The Sheepwalks. 

The bikes would have been hired 
out to people doing laps of the track 
and could have been in use four to five 
days per week, eight hours a day. 

But more than 1,000 people 
objected saying it would cause 
increased traffic, noise pollution and 
be a blot on the landscape at Compton 
Worwood Farm in Beacon Lane. The 
plans were originally refused by 
South Staffordshire District Council 
but Bathams appealed against that to 
the inspectorate based in Bristol. 

Now inspector Julia Gregory has 
dismissed the appeal, saying the track 
should not be built in a green space. 
Protesters distributed more than 
3,500 leaflets and set up a website. 

One of the leading campaigners 
against the plans, Chris Knott, who 
lives near the site of the development, 
said: “We are very pleased with how 
the decision has gone. We hoped 
common sense would prevail.” 

Brewery owner Tim Batham was 
unavailable for comment. 

UK cancer rates 
on the increase 

Rising cancer rates mean that more 
than four in 10 Britons will be diag¬ 
nosed with the disease at some point 
in their lives, according to a study by 
a leading health charity. 

New figures obtained by Macmillan 
Cancer Support show that 42 per cent 
of Britons who die have had cancer - 
compared to around 35 per cent a 
decade ago. The study, which analys¬ 
ed data from 2008, also revealed that 
64 per cent of cancer sufferers will 
eventually die from the disease. 

Ciaran Devane, chief executive of 
Macmillan Cancer Support, said: “It is 
really alarming that the number of 
people who will get cancer is now well 
past one in three, and that there are so 
many more people with cancer today 
than even 10 years ago.” 

According to Macmillan, the 
number of people living with cancer 
has risen from 1.5 million in 1998 to 
two million in 2008 — an increase of 35 
per cent. This is expected to double 
within the next two decades.

Fire site is cleared 


A Black Country off-licence left a 
burned-out shell is being torn down 
nearly three months after a severe 
fire gutted the building. 

But the future of Bargain Booze, 
Dibdale Road, Dudley, remains 
unclear with the franchise chain still 
waiting to hear the owners’ future 
plans for the store. 

Workers were on site this week to 
remove the debris and start to clear 


away the heavily damaged building. 
Sections of the building left standing 
following the severe blaze on April 7 
have been taken down. Only the 
raised area which the building stood 
on is now in place. 

The blaze tore through the building 
after a stolen van was set alight 
outside and which spread to the roof 
of the store. An investigation was 
launched by police. 


Joy at zoo’s

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Blaze-hit 
store may 
not reopen 

The future of a fire-hit computer game shop in 
Dudley was uncertain today after bosses admit¬ 
ted they did not know if it would reopen. 

Flames tore through the Gamestation store, 
just outside the Churchill Shopping Centre, 
Dudley, completely gutting the building. 

Around seven people are believed to have 
worked there and are in the dark over whether 
they will return to the branch. West Midlands 
Fire Service is still investigating the cause of the 
fire which forced nearby stores to be evacuated 
and roads to be closed. 

The service said the investigation was taking 
“a little longer than usual” because the building 
was so heavily damaged by the blaze. 

Fire service spokesman Lindsey Preece said: 
“Officers have to look at all aspects of the build¬ 
ing, looking into every corner if you like, so they 
can determine what the cause was. 

“This was a severe fire and the damage to the 
building means there is a lot more to sort 
through.” 

She said the inspection was due to finish later 
this week. Structural inspectors had to visit the 
shop before the investigation started to ensure 
it was safe for fire officers to carry out their 
work. 

Gamestation spokesman Ciaran McCale said: 
“We are continuing to work closely with the fire 
service on the investigation. 

“At the moment there are no other updates on 
what is happening at the store.” The neighbour¬ 
ing Teddy Grays sweet shop is still closed. 

A spokesman for Teddy Grays said: “This sit¬ 
uation has been a concern. We are hoping to be 
able to move back in and clean-up the store in 
the coming days.” 

More than 13 fire crews tackled the blaze at 
its height as flames shot through the building of 
the store. High-powered water jets were used to 
stop the fire spreading to neighbouring shops 
and were able to contain the fire solely to the 
Gamestation store.

Killer is 
handed 
euro fine 

The doctor who killed the father of 
a Cradley Heath GP with an overdose 
of diamorphine has been fined 7,000 
euros for violating the doctor’s code of 
conduct. 

Dr Stuart Gray’s father David died 
when Daniel Ubani, a doctor from 
Germany on his first shift as a locum 
in the UK, gave him the overdose 
As a result Ubani was struck off in 
the UK. However, he is still able to 
work in Germany, where he was fined 
the equivalent of £6,168. 

Dr Gray, of Church View Surgery 
and brother Rory, an engineer at the 
European Space Agency in Germany 
have been battling to have the doctor 
banned from working elsewhere, 
after he was struck off by the UKs 
General Medical Council. 

A British coroner recorded a verdict 
of unlawful killing on 70-year-old 
David Gray, of Cambridgeshire in 
2008 and accused Ubani of gross neg¬ 
ligence. 

Dr Gray, of Kidderminster, said: 
“The Doctors Chambers, the German 
equivalent of the GMC has fined 
Ubani for what happened with my 
father and other patients, but has no 
power to stop him from practising. 

“It has told us it wants him struck 
off, but that decision is down to the 
local council, which refuses to do so.” 

The family is writing to the German 
government and pressing for lan¬ 
guage tests for doctors. 

Magical plans 
for Merlins bar 

Work to revamp a former cafe and 
wine bar in Dudley is expected to get 
under way by the end of the year. 
Merlins in Wolverhampton Street will 
be revamped in the second phase of a 
£4.3million regeneration project. 

Plans for the scheme were approved 
earlier this year and now a building 
control application - to make further 
alterations — has been lodged. 

The premises are currently being 
marketed to let by Lex Allan Estate 
Agents in Stourbridge. 

Architectural details on the build¬ 
ing will be restored and the inside of 
the building will be left as a shell to 
accommodate a range of possible uses.

Double yellow lines will be 
removed to make way for 55 
free parking spaces in a bid 
to boost Dudley’s ailing town 
centre. 

Transport chiefs are also 
looking at increasing one 
hour free on-street parking 
to two hours in a bid to 
encourage more people to 
shop in the town centre. 

Work to lift yellow lines 
along eight streets will begin 
when schools break for the 
holidays. It follows com¬ 
plaints from traders that 
there is not enough free 
parking. 

Dudley transport boss 
Councillor Patrick Harley 
said: “We want to make it 
easier for people to pop in to 
pick up a few bits and bobs, 
and encourage them to do so. 

“At the moment it is an 
absolute nightmare to find 
any free parking, and that 
discourages people who 
might just want to purchase 
a few items. 

“You can do a lot of shop¬ 
ping in two hours, and at a 
time when town centres are 
struggling you don’t want to 
force people away from the 
shops by giving them a short 
amount of time to do it in.” 

Parallel parking spaces in 
the eight streets will be 
scrapped in favour of diago¬ 
nal parking spaces, creating 
more room. 

Stone Street will get addi¬ 
tional spaces by being made 
one-way between High 
Street and Tower Street. 

The news comes after it 
emerged Spencers Instore 
Market, which has been 
running in the High Street 
for more than two decades, 
was to close as traders 
admitted takings have fallen 
over recent years. 

Alan Caswell, who owns

Car parking is the key 
to giving shops a boost

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The retired gentleman at the 
pay and display machine admits 
defeat. “Go on, it won’t take my 
money”, he says, as he beckons 
others to try and buy a pay and 
display ticket. 

It is the car park at Inhedge in 
Dudley town centre. The machine 
requires motorists to input their regis¬ 
tration number, a tactic designed to 
stop a kindly shopper who has bought 
more time than they needed from 
giving it to someone else. 

Toy shop owner Alan Caswell says 
parking is the biggest challenge that tradi¬ 
tional High Street retailers face. 

The 57-year-old from Pattingham 
started as a Saturday worker at The 
Arcade Toy Shop in 1965 and now runs the 
place. 

He said: “People are very loyal to Dudley 
but footfall is well down. Younger genera¬ 
tions aren’t coming here. 

“Simple things like parking would help. 
That business with the registration 
number annoys people no end. Some people 
have to go back to their cars to remember 
what their number is.” 

Heyday 

The father of two now employs five 
people but his shop had 13 staff in its 
heyday in the 1980s. 

Dudley Council turned Stone Street car 
park into a public space in 2002 in an 
£800,000 development. 

Traders say that was a mistake. They are 
now in discussions with council bosses 
about 80 new on-street spaces in the Stone 
Street and High Street area. 

Shopper Cyril Bennett, aged 74, of Rose¬ 
mary Crescent, Woodsetton, had parked on 
the road in Stone Street while he popped 
into town for some bread rolls and birthday 
cards. 

“This was the biggest waste of money. 
The car park was bringing money in and 
bringing people here.” 

Dudley’s High Street is busy. There are 
plenty of people around to sell to. But the 
signs of decline are all too apparent. 

At least nine shops are closed perma¬ 
nently, many of them with no sign of what 
they used to be. 

There is an empty cash and carry, furni¬ 
ture clearance, a branch of Firkins bakery 
and a Millets camping supplies shop, with 
a sign on the door saying it is now operating 
out of its branch at the Merry Hill Shop¬ 
ping Centre. 

Diversify 

Pamela Burns, aged 68, works at Teddy 
Gray’s sweet shop. The great-grandmother 
of Green Park Road, Kates Hill, says: “We 
need the big shops like Marks and Spencer 
back. People just aren’t coming in like they 
used to.” 

Traders have had to diversify to survive. 
Graham Bradley, aged 59, of Matthew 
Southall Potato Merchants is selling more 
to restaurants and takeaways now when 
his trade several decades ago was the many 
fruit and vegetable shops. 

A supermarket is planned for Tower 
Street but Mr Bradley, of Summercourt 
Square, Kingswinford, says: “If it’s going to 
work there needs to be plenty of parking. 

“Other supermarkets out of town, like 
Tesco at the Burnt Tree Island, have taken 
trade away.” 

Steven Homer & Sons, a butcher’s shop 
on the Churchill precinct has been trading 


for 10 years, manned by Mr Homer, aged 47. 
He says he has suffered a “dramatic decline 
in trade” over the past 12 months and said 
the lack of free parking had brought about 
a gradual demise of the High Street. 

But he adds: “If Dudley town’s appear¬ 
ance was revamped it would bring folks 
back in.” Across the High Street is 
Spencer’s Indoor Market, which is due to be 
closed permanently on July 23. Clothes 
stall Sally’s Fashion first opened 20 years 
ago and will be forced to close. 

Shocked 

Owner Sally Sharna, from Coseley, says 
customers have been loyal over the years 
and have been shocked to hear that the 
market is being shut. 

“It was a shock to us all”, she says. “I don’t 
know what I’m going to do.” Too young to 
retire, she is now in the process of looking 
for employment elsewhere. 

Rumours are circulating along the high 
street of a takeover by a large commercial 
chain but nothing has been confirmed. 


The council is going to spend £6 million 
on revamping Dudley’s Market Place 

Under all the market revamp plans, the 
statue of legendary Dudley footballer 
Duncan Edwards would be moved to the 
other end of the market towards Bottom 
Church. 

The ageing toilet block would also be relo¬ 
cated, to create a view of Dudley Castle. 

The 19th century fountain would be 
refurbished and a new moat created. 

The number of permanent stalls would be 
reduced from the current 74 pitches but 
Dudley Council said temporary stalls could 
be added on busy days. 

Councillor Les Jones, leader of Dudley 
Council is convinced the town centre has 
plenty of parking to accommodate shop¬ 
pers. 

He says: “However, we recognise that 
some of this car parking is not in the most 
convenient location. And as part of massive 
regeneration proposals for Dudley town 
centre, which are progressing well, we will 


hopefully bring in new car parking as part 
of wider improvements. 

“In the meantime, we have been working 
with traders for some time on short term 
solutions to parking in Dudley town centre. 
We will be meeting with traders again very 
soon to look at progress on that. 

“However, there are no plans to revert 
back to using Stone Street Square as a car 
park, instead it will form a key piece in a 
regeneration jigsaw for the town along with 
the town’s Market Place.” 

Friends 

Ian Austin, MP for Dudley North, grew 
up in the town and spent Saturdays wan¬ 
dering from Graduate Records to Beatties 
or meeting friends at the cafe upstairs at 
Little woods. 

“There’s no doubt out-of-town shopping 
has had a big impact. The recession has hit 
the town centre hard. 

“But the loss of the university campus 
and closure of town centre car parks have 
caused problems too.” 


Staff on 
£50,000 
per year 
increase 

The number of staff paid 
at least £50,000 a year by 
cash-strapped Dudley 
Council increased by more 
than 10 per cent. 

The total went up by 44 
over the course of a year — 
meaning 364 workers took 
home more than £50,000. 

Ten of these included 
redundancy payments. It 
comes as the council tries to 
save £22 million and looks to 
shed 800 jobs as part of 
budget cuts. The total wage 
bill for people over £50,000 
cost the council £21.2 million 
in the 2010/11 financial year. 

Of the workers now paid 
more than£50,000, there are 
202 school staff with the rest 
employed by the council, 
including 29 senior man¬ 
agers and officers. 

One person earned 
between £125,000 and 
£130,000, while six raked in 
£95,000 to £110,000. 

The council’s finance chief 
has defended the salaries, 
saying the increase is down 
to people getting pay rises. 

Some 145 staff earned 
£50,000 to £55,000 in the 
2010/11 financial year, 
which is up 15 on 2009/10. 

Salaries 

There were 22 people 
being paid £65,000 to 
£70,000, 26 were on £70,000 
to £75,000, and 27 got 
between £75,000 and 
£100,000. 

The salaries over £50,000 
cost at least £21.2m a year in 
total - up from £18.6m the 
year before. 

The 364 staff do not 
include the council’s seven 
directors, treasurer and 
chief executive, who 
between them get nearly 
£750,000 a year. 

Chief executive John Poly- 
chronakis received £161,000 
last year, including a 
£20,000 pension contribu¬ 
tion. John Millar, director of 
urban environment, chalked 
up a £13,000 pension on top 
of his £105,000 salary. 

Finance chief Councillor 
David Blood, said: “The 
figures relate to a range of 
staff including some school 
staff. The increase relates to 
people receiving increments 
and redundancy payments 
which are also included in 
remuneration.” 

Councillor David Sparks, 
Labour opposition group 
leader, said: “At a time of 
economic restraint I’m sur¬ 
prised at the number of 
people earning more than 
£50,000.”

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Coroner 
warns of 
drug risk 

A coroner has warned of the 
dangers of party drug mephedrone, 
after a scaffolder collapsed and died 
hours after taking the drug. 

Black Country coroner Robin 
Balmain said the death of 44-year-old 
Roger Deeley from Rowley Regis should 
be a lesson to others about the dangers 
of the drug, also known as ‘meow meow’, 
which was made illegal last year. 

The coroner said: “There are lessons 
to be learned. Mephedrone - or meow 
meow - is becoming more popular. 

“The public must know that if you 
take any drug which has not been pre¬ 
scribed you have no information as to 
what it contains and the likely effect.” 

Mr Deeley collapsed and died at his 
home in Rowley Regis, after taking a 
lethal cocktail of cocaine and meow 
meow at a party on April 15, the night 
before his death. 

Partner 

Mr Deeley’s partner Tracey Hol- 
lyoak, who lived with him in Dudley 
Road, told an inquest: “I tried it but I 
didn’t like it. We came home at 2am 
and stayed up until 6am when we 
went to bed. We woke up at 11am and 
Roger said he didn’t feel very well and 
he was being sick. I asked if he was 
okay and he said he would go back to 
bed and sleep it off. He gave me a kiss 
and went upstairs but then I heard a 
thud. He was a big man so I ran to get 
the neighbours to help me.” 

Miss Hollyoak said she was “sur¬ 
prised” that traces of cocaine had been 
found in Mr Deeley’s system as she 
had not seen him take any. 

Mr Balmain recorded a verdict of 
accidental death caused by an over¬ 
dose of the two drugs taken together. 

Baseball bat 
case admitted 

A man who attacked a woman with 
a baseball bat in Dudley and assault¬ 
ed another man has been warned he 
faces an “inevitable” jail sentence. 

Richard Marsh, aged 42, of High 
Street, Quarry Bank pleaded guilty to 
grevious bodily harm against Sarah 
Blakemore at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court on July 12. 

He also admitted common assault 
against Philip Worrall, though denied 
assault causing actual bodily harm. 
He was released on bail until August 
3, when he will be sentenced, while 
reports are prepared. 

Judge Amjad Nawaz told him he 
had pleaded guilty to an “extremely 
serious” offence. “A custodial sentence 
is inevitable,” he said. 

Mr Gurdeep Garcha defending told 
the court Marsh was aware a custo¬ 
dial sentence was likely, adding: 
“There is much about this man that is 
positive.”

Positive outlook on pbs 


Unemployment fell nationally by 
26,000 in the three months to May to 
2.45 million - and there were positive 
signs in Dudley and Kidderminster. 

While the total unemployment fig¬ 
ure dropped nationally, those claim¬ 
ing jobseeker’s allowance increased 
by 24,500 last month to 1.52 million. 
But in the Midlands both the total 
unemployment figure and the 
claimant count fell, suggesting a pick¬ 


up of jobs in the region’s manufactur¬ 
ing industries. 

Total unemployment in the West 
Midlands fell by 32,000 to 226,000 in 
the three months to May. The biggest 
drop was in Dudley, down 111 to 
9,587, or five per cent of the working 
population. In Kidderminster and 
Wyre Forest the number claiming 
Jobseeker’s Allowance was down 66, 
to 2,045 or 3.3 per cent.

Parking 

patrols 

criticised 

Parking wardens have been 
advised to patrol in pairs in parts of 
Dudley after reports of violence and 
threats from irate motorists. 

But critics have branded the move a 
“gross waste of resources” as it was 
claimed some wardens were taking 
advantage of the advice to walk 
around in pairs in areas where no 
incidents had been reported. 

“Unofficial guidance” was issued to 
wardens amid fears of further vio¬ 
lence from drivers, after recent 
figures showed there were 26 attacks 
on staff across the Dudley borough in 
the past two years, including two in 
the town centre and one in Netherton 
town centre in January. 

Cabinet member for transport 
Councillor Patrick Harley said it was 
“perfectly sensible” for wardens to 
walk around together in areas where 
they had been subjected to abuse. 

But he added: “They should not be 
walking around together in areas 
which are not on this list - I will 
ensure that anyone who is caught 
doing so is warned accordingly.” 

Labour leader Councillor David 
Sparks demanded a review, saying 
the situation was “unacceptable”. 

He said: “Parking enforcement offi¬ 
cers should not be walking around 
together - we haven’t got enough to go 
around and some areas of the borough 
rarely see one at all. 

“It is a gross waste of resources.” 

£20,000 cost 
of metal theft 

A thief who targeted a Black 
Country firm three times for metal 
made them lose £20,000 in trade, a 
court heard. 

Leigh Clarke even carried out the 
third raid when he was on bail for 
breaking into an electricity substa¬ 
tion. He stole £2,000 worth of metal 
from scrap traders Sims Metal Man¬ 
agement in Cradley Heath, Dudley 
Magistrates were told. 

Bosses at the firm say they lost 
£20,000 in business due to the 
damage caused as production had to 
be suspended, the court heard. 

Clarke, aged 42, of Gibbs Road in 
Lye, first broke into the site in Bas¬ 
setts Road on June 9. He returned 11 
days later and and took copper cables 
worth £750. Clarke returned on July 
7 when he cut a number of brass fit¬ 
tings worth £240 from gas bottles. 

Clarke pleaded guilty to burglary 
and three theft counts. Sentencing 
will be next month.

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Airgun 

sparks 

police 

swoop 

Armed police surrounded 
a man after reports he was 
brandishing a pistol - but it 
turned out to be an airgun 
which was being used to kill 
rats, a court heard. 

Nathan Gumley, aged 19, 
of Lydate Road, Halesowen, 
pulled the gun from his 
waistband to show a friend. 

But a passer-by saw the 
weapon and called police, 
who swooped on Narrow 
Lane, Halesowen. Mrs 
Jayne Yeomans, prosecut¬ 
ing, said: “A witness saw him 
take out a black handgun so 
called the police. 

“They found the weapon in 
his waistband. It was 
designed to look like a semi¬ 
automatic pistol and 
requires very close scrutiny 
to see it is actually an air 
weapon.” 

Mr Jahangeer Aslam, 
defending, said Gumley was 
on his way to take the £80 
gun back to a shop in North- 
field as the clip was faulty. 

He had been asked by a 
neighbour to help control a 
rat infestation at his house, 
he said. 

He added: “He accepts it 
wasn’t the best way to carry 
the pistol but he thought if 
he kept it concealed it was 
OK. Of course being con¬ 
fronted by armed police 
pointing guns at him indi¬ 
cated otherwise.” 

Gumley, an unemployed 
forklift truck driver, pleaded 
guilty to possessing an air 
weapon in a public place and 
was given a 12-month com¬ 
munity order. 

He must complete 150 
hours unpaid work and pay 
£85 costs. 

Chairman of the magis¬ 
trates in Dudley Mr Len 
Ridney also said the gun 
must be forfeited and 
destroyed. 

He told Gumley: ‘You are 
lucky to still be standing 
here now as with one false 
move the situation could 
have been different. Officers 
are trained to shoot to kill.” 

Cuts threat 
to garage 

The future of a garage 
which maintains police vehi¬ 
cles is in doubt as the West 
Midlands force tries to make 
savings. 

Workers at West Midland 
Police Fleet Services’ garage 
in Bevan Road, Brierley Hill, 
say the site is under threat 
and there are fears over jobs. 

Around 13 people are 
employed at the garage and 
workers said they were 
expecting a decision on the 
site next month. 

West Midlands Police said 
while a review of its proper¬ 
ties was taking place, no 
final decision had been made 
on any of its buildings.

A pensioner who collapsed outside 
the Birmingham Hippodrome has told 
how his life was saved by a member of 
staff - who had recently completed a 
first aid course.

Mr Beese, of Brierley Hill, was 
waiting to get autographs from actors 
including Bernie Nolan and Gary 
Lineker’s wife Danielle, when he col¬ 
lapsed at the stage door. 

The theatre’s head of customer serv¬ 
ices Jonathan Thompson, was among 
the first to help Mr Beese. He spotted 
the signs he had learned to recognise 
in a first aid refresher class with St 
John Ambulance. He put Mr Beese into 


the recovery position but when he 
realised he was not breathing, Mr 
Thompson began performing the kiss 
of life and chest compressions until 
paramedics arrived. The theatre has 
its own defibrillator and staff are 
trained by St John Ambulance service. 

“The work that Jonathan did to keep 
me alive - I can’t put it into words,” 
said Mr Beese.

Dudley Council community chief, Coun¬ 
cillor Lesley Faulkner, said: “We are 
working with colleagues in health and other 
local authorities regionally and nationally 
to ensure the interests of residents in 
Southern Cross care homes are protected.” 

Stressed 

Halesowen and Rowley Regis MP James 
Morris recently visited Southern Cross’ 
Roxburgh House care home, Reddall Hill 
Road, Cradley Heath, to discuss the future 
for staff and residents. 

The home is one of 26 in the West Mid¬ 
lands run by the struggling company 
employing around 40 workers and housing 
38 residents. 

“Obviously this news is very concerning 
for residents of Southern Cross care homes 
and their friends and family,” said Mr 
Morris. 

“It is important that the landlords of 
these care homes take the time to consider 
the implications of any decision they make 
regarding their future use. 

“I hope that the majority of the care 
homes will continue to offer residential 
care. 

“In the meantime, I will be speaking to 
both Dudley and Sandwell Councils to 
ensure that continuity of care is maintained 
for the residents.”

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Month-long closure 
of road spurs anger

Businesses in Dudley town centre 
fear trade will be hit following the 
month-long closure of a busy town 
centre road for major works to take 
place. 

Stafford Street, Dudley is closed for 
the roadworks, with cordons and diver¬ 
sions to stay in place until August 11. 

The closure is between High Street 
and Wellington Road - a stretch of road 
used daily by thousands. Diversions 
will take place in High Street, Wolver¬ 
hampton Street, Southall’s Lane, 
Wellington Road, King Street and 
Union Street. 

But traders are concerned the 
closure will lead to heavy traffic conges¬ 
tion along those roads causing disrup¬ 
tion to their business. 

Janet Simpson, who runs Janet’s 
Hair and Beauty Products, in Wolver¬ 
hampton Street, said: “This is a very 
long time to have a main road like 
Stafford Street closed. 

“It will inevitably cause more traffic 
along neighbouring roads and I am con¬ 
cerned people coming in to the town 
may see those queues and simply turn 
back. This would be bad for trade in this 
area. 

“You cannot close off a road like this 
without it having an impact on other 
roads nearby.” 

Bottle-neck 

Cynthia Burgin, of Burgins News, 
also Wolverhampton Street, said: 
“Stafford Street is a bottle-neck at busy 
times and all that traffic is going to be 
moved to other roads. 

“It will cause heavy traffic in this 
area which may have an impact on 
trade. 

“Drivers will have no choice but to 
use these roads simply to get around 
the town.” 

Bus routes have also been diverted 
because of the closure. 

The work is taking place as part of an 
18-month programme of roadworks 
around the town centre. 

Stafford Street car park, which is 
used by hundreds daily will be open but 
drivers will have to use the two 
entrances in Cross Street.

“Within the field of 
science and technology, 
the museum’s replica 
has made a considerable 
contribution to our 
understanding of early 
steam technology but it 
also places the museum 
and its collections at the 
very heart of the rise of 
the western world,” he 
said. 

It will be the focal 
point of a programme to 
mark its 300th anniver¬ 
sary next summer 
including a lecture by 
the television presenter 
Adam Hart-Davies.

Build strong local economies 

Last week I welcomed £362,000 in new funding from the 
Government for the Brierley Hill Active Travel Partner¬ 
ship (BHATP). A total of £25.75m was awarded to trans¬ 
port schemes across the West Midlands. This is the first 
allocation of the Local Sustainable Transport Fund 
(LSTF), which is worth £560 million over the next four 
years. 

The underlying aim of the LSTF is to help build strong 
local economies and address, at a local level, the urgent 
challenges of climate change, delivering cleaner environ¬ 
ments, improved safety and increased levels of physical 
activity. 

It will support local authorities such as Dudley in deliv¬ 
ering solutions that tackle the problems of congestion, 
improve the reliability and predictability of journey times 
and enhance access to employment. These solutions should 
help bring about changing patterns of travel behaviour 
with greater use of more sustainable transport modes. 

The fund provides the opportunity for authorities to take 
an integrated approach to meeting local challenges and to 
delivering additional wider social, environmental, health 
and safety benefits for people in local communities. 

BHATP met the fund’s key objectives of creating eco¬ 
nomic growth in the area and cutting carbon footprints. 
This investment will help build a strong local economy and 
help people to better access public transport. 

Shock of phone hacking scandal 

In recent weeks the whole country has been shocked by 
the revelations about the phone hacking scandal. Accusa¬ 
tions of widespread law-breaking by parts of our press, 
alleged corruption by some police officers and a failure of 
our political system over many, many years to tackle a 
problem that’s been getting worse. 

Last week the Prime Minister set out the Government’s 
intention to establish an independent public inquiry into 
phone hacking and other illegal practices in the British 
press. 

There are two pieces of work to be done. First — a full 
investigation into wrongdoing in the press and the police, 
including the failure of the first police investigation. 

Second - review of regulation of the press. The Govern¬ 
ment wants to get on with both these elements as quickly 
as possible, while being mindful of the ongoing criminal

investigations. So after listening carefully, it has been 
decided that the best way to proceed is with one inquiry 
in two parts. 

This inquiry will be led by one of the most senior 
judges in the country, Judge Leveson, and be estab¬ 
lished under the 2005 Inquiries Act, which means it 
will have the power to summon witnesses to give evi¬ 
dence under oath and in public. 

He will make recommendations for a new, more effec¬ 
tive way of regulating the press, and about the future 
conduct of relations between politicians and the press. 

This part of the inquiry will report within 12 months. 

The second part of the inquiry will examine the 
extent of unlawful or improper conduct at the News of 
the World and other newspapers, and the way in which 
management failures may have allowed this to 
happen. This part of the inquiry will also look into the 
original police investigation and the issue of corrupt 
payments to police officers. 

I welcome the Government’s decisive action in 
dealing with this crisis in our print media as well as 
News Corp’s decision to withdraw its BSkyB bid.

A charity in Dudley is to close two 
of its offices and open a new bigger 
base at the Merry Hill Shopping 
Centre.

Quarry used to aid 
firefighter training

Firefighters from Dudley 
Blue Watch were part of a 
major training exercise at a 
local quarry to test their skills 
for unusual road traffic colli¬ 
sions. 

Eleven fire engines and crews, 
including technical rescue spe¬ 
cialists, joined with colleagues 
from West Midlands Ambulance 
Service’s Hazardous Area 
Response Team (Hart), at Ketley 
Quarry, Kingswinford. 

The exercise involved a crash 
between two cars, with one of the 
vehicles falling down the 50 metre 
embankment and landing at the 
bottom of the quarry. 

Complete with mock casualties 
from the vehicles around the crash 
site, the exercise presented a great 
opportunity to test how the different 


agencies work together in a challeng¬ 
ing and unusual environment.

Mad mix of farce 
which fizzles out 


No surrender - Alan Bleasdale 

Almost 30 years ago Liverpudlian playwright Alan 
Bleasdale made his name with the seminal Boys From 
the Blackstuff which was a follow-up mini-series to his 
original drama Blackstuff. 

He was responsible for irritating the then Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher and showing a gritty and despairing view 
of life in his home city as it tried to struggle with recession, 
poverty and social breakdown. 

Three years later he reunited quite a few of the cast for a 
full length film which had all the ingredients for an explosive 
farce. Sadly, No Surrender smoulders for too long and then 
fizzles out like a damp squib. 

The film has a sterling British cast which includes not only 
Michael Angelis, who many will know as the voice of Thomas 
the Tank Engine; Bernard Hill who was known to millions in 
the 80s as Yozzer “gizzajob” Hughes and more recently as 
King Theoden in the epic Lord of the Rings, but also boasts 
James Ellis, Joanne Whalley, Ray MacNally and Michael 
Ripper. 

Nefarious 

Angelis is the new manager at a dive of a nightclub, The 
Charleston, in an obviously run down area of Liverpool which 
is a front for the local crime boss to carry out his nefarious 
activities. 

Unbeknown to Angelis, heading towards the club to cele¬ 
brate New Year’s Eve, is a wanted and ageing IRA terrorist 
running from the law who is using the threat of violence to get 
help from a former comrade. 

Add to this two parties of troublesome pensioners from the 
opposite ends of the religious spectrum - one lot from a 
catholic social club, the other all staunch Protestants; a 
totally inappropriate punk band; a lousy magician, played 
strangely enough by Elvis Costello and a dreadfully unfunny 
comedian, all of which have been organised by the previous 
boss of the club in some twisted act of revenge. 

What follows is a series of pseudo-sketches which try to 
showcase the legendary wit of the Scouser in the face of 
adversity but unfortunately even back then, when they were 
trying to be cutting edge, most of the jokes were as tired 
sounding as the cast. 

Realism 

This is a film which doesn’t know what it is, what it wants 
to do or what it wants to say as it heads towards its tragi¬ 
comic conclusion. 

It has Bleasdale’s realism but it lacks his grittiness and 
humour gleaned from ridiculous and difficult situations and 
instead tries to force the pathos on the viewer much like the 
poor comedian who has been booked.

Bleasdale’s reflections on society are there and there are 
subtexts of how the elderly and infirm are treated; the decay 
of modern society and old values; religious divisiveness and 
social prejudices among others, none of which are fully 
explored or committed to by either the actors or the script. 

What you have is really a mess of a film which promises 
much but delivers little. 

Like all of Bleasdale’s work it is a snapshot of the times 
which inspired it however, like most Polaroids the sharpness 
began to fade straightaway.

Jeep rides high with a retooled urban 



PEOPLE who don’t know much 
about cars often call anything that’s 
big and looks off-roadish a “jeep”, 
which must mightily annoy the folks 
at Land Rover. 

For the Jeep name (with a capital “ J”) 
has reached iconic status far outside 
the car world, up there with Hoover, 
Biro, Portakabin and Thermos as a 
generic name for an everyday item. 

So, when it comes time to change a real 
Jeep there must be a strong temptation to 
just play around the edges and keep things 
as close to what went before as you dare.

UK-bound Grand Cherokees have a big 
diesel engine built in Italy which is more 
powerful yet less thirsty than the engine it 
replaces. 

The unrealistic EuroNCAP official fuel 
consumption test actually reckons you 
could beat 34 to the gallon in everyday 
driving, but don’t buy a Grand Cherokee on 
that assumption. 

Still, owners trading in the old model will 
find the new one sips less diesel and goes 
better too. 

Lifestyle 

Even so, nobody ever bought a 
Grand Cherokee for its economy. 
Buy one and you’re buying into a 
lifestyle that hints at distant 
mountains and nights spent 
under canvas as you conquer 
the great outdoors. 

Most owners, of course, will 
spend more time in the great 
indoors, telling the kids to get 
ready for school or looking for 
the shopping list before they set 
out in the Jeep for the supermar¬ 


ket. Even so, you can dream. 

When the youngsters are safely strapped 
in, or the weekly groceries piled into the 
shallow-ish boot (there’s a full size spare 
wheel hiding below), you’ll discover this 
latest Grand Cherokee makes a fine urban 
warrior, easily up to the potholes and speed 
bumps that pepper your progress. 

There are two models on offer this time 
round, both sharing the same 177 horse¬ 
power diesel engine and automatic trans¬ 
mission and differing only in their fixtures 
and fittings. 

Both look well priced at £37,796 for the 
Limited model and £43,995 for the posher 
Overland. 

You won’t feel short changed with the 
cheaper car. 

Standard kit includes a versatile four- 
wheel drive system, big alloy wheels, dual 
zone automatic air conditioning, and a large 
touch screen to control the entertainment 
system (which can store more than 6,000 
songs). 

It also comes with parking sensors front 
and rear plus a rear view camera and heated 
seats all round. 

Step up to the Overland and the big news 
is air suspension that lowers itself at speed 
(it makes the car more aerodynamic and 
saves a little fuel), or can be raised an extra 
2.6 inches to tackle really serious off-road 
obstacles. 

It can even be told to lower itself a bit at 
rest (like a camel?) to make it easier for pas-

sengers to climb aboard. 

The Overland spec also includes satellite 
navigation, great big 20-inch alloy wheels, 
adaptive cruise control (which slows the car 
if you come up behind a dawdler), big 
sunroof and leather upholstery. 

So you’re unlikely to complain about a 
lack of specs; these are very well equipped 
cars and look seriously good value. 

Road tax of £550 in the first year and £245 
thereafter makes only a small dent in the 
value argument. 

There’s more good news on the move. 
New all-round independent suspension 
meant that a Limited model rode the pot¬ 
holes and patches of middle England’s 
roads with a calm authority. 

Even more impressively, it did so with a set 
of the larger wheels that come as part of a 
£2,000 performance pack. 

Demanding 

Talking of performance, this is a big car 
(15ft 10ins long and more than six feet wide) 
but it will still hit 126mph (on that unre¬ 
stricted autobahn, of course) and nudge 
62mph in 8.2 seconds. So it doesn’t feel 
slow. 

Even at speed the engine never raises its 
voice and on a modestly demanding off¬ 
road course at the press launch of the car 
the Grand Cherokee coped with hills and 
dales without so much as a hint of 
concern. 

All in all, this is Jeep’s best new car for a

Cars and bikes can 
share the road safely 



Simple rules can keep motorcyclists and motorists accident-free 


ROAD safety charity the Institute of 
Advanced Motorists is offering tips from 
Britain’s top advanced driver, Peter Rodger. 

This week, as we approach the season when 
motorcycling is at its height, he recommends how 
motorcyclists and drivers should share the road 
safely. 

Car drivers 

• Keep an eye out for motorcyclists. The 
biggest cause of accidents is failing to look prop¬ 
erly, and this problem is exaggerated in the case 
of motorcycle collisions, as motorbikes are 
smaller, and less common than cars. 

• Give them space. Don’t follow too close, or 
drive on their nearside - they may be avoiding pot¬ 
holes and other surface problems which aren’t 
such a crucial safety issue to a car driver. 


• Use your mirrors so you see bikes approach¬ 
ing from behind. In particular check your mirrors 
before changing direction, especially in traffic 
queues. 

• If a motorcyclist is trying to get past in heavy 
traffic, let them. Don’t try and impede their 
progress because you are stuck. 

• Give clear and early signals to allow motorcy¬ 
clists and other road users time to react. 

• In bad weather allow motorcyclists even more 
space to deal with bad surface conditions. 

Motorcyclists 

• Always assume that other road users may not 
have seen you. 

• When travelling in a straight line position your¬ 
self where a car driver would be sitting. This is 
where other road users will be looking. 


• Give drivers time to realise you are there - 
don’t arrive so fast that you startle the driver. 

• Always leave plenty of space between your¬ 
self and other traffic. 

• Look well ahead to avoid needing to make 
sudden changes in direction for potholes etc. 

• Be seen. Big blocks of bright colour are better 
than broken up or patterned clothing, which effec¬ 
tively camouflages you. And always make sure 
you have your headlight on. 

Mr Rodger said: “Motorcyclists are at much 
more risk than other road users and awareness of 
the risks they face need to be understood, espe¬ 
cially at junctions in towns. 

“Motorcycling is a fun and convenient way of 
travelling, so it is important riders appreciate how 
to protect themselves, and car drivers learn to take 
a bit more care when looking out for them,” he 
added.
